Wh I L S T you and your correfpon dents are fo 
laudably employed in watching over the welfare of 
the ilate, keeping a jealous eye on minifiers, and 
pointing out the errors *of government, I wilh, Mr.

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Perhaps it will appear the higheft degree of pre* 
fumptjon, to offer advice to a perfon in your emi*- 
rent flation, one who every day (Sundays excepted) 
dictates to Miniftcrs, and counfela Kings y one who 
is read and admired in every part of the firitiih do- 
minions. 

It is for this very reafon, Sir, that I think it incum-* 
bent on me to tell you of your miHakes, for you 
cannot fay with Job, ** Albeit that I have ^rred^ 
mine error remaineth with myself.*' No, Mr.

As Ihavefaid mueh about the errors of theprefs,* 
it may naturally be expeiSted that I ftiould produce 
fome proofs^ of what I have aflcrted. This I am en a-' 
bled to do, having paid particular attention to them 
for fome time paft, and having looked more fliarply 
after them, than the promotions civil or military^ 
the prices of corn* or of flocks, the lift of (hips or 
bankrupts, or of thojfe paragraphs which infornt 
who^sdead, who's married, or who's hang'd.- 

But now for the particulars of the charge. 

I have known you throw an injurious refie<Sion' 
«n all the crown'd heads in Europe at one ftroke, foif 
itiftead of Potentates you' have calFd them potatoes,' 
as if they had been mere vegetables. As to the 
King of PruflSa, you talk of him in a different ftile,* 
for inftead of the Hero of PruHia, you have made' 
iiim the Nero, Next day comes your apology, or 
your erratum, which fometinies, inftead of mending 
matters, makes things wo rfe, and, like an arch tin-* 
ker, iR ftopping one hole makes two, as I remember 
my old friend Alderman Faulkner, of Dublin, cor- 
rected an error in his Journal, ** Erratum in ouir 
hA ; for hia Grace the Duchefs of Dorfet, read *hep 

K 4 Grac« 
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Grace the Duke of Dorfet.*' Indeed a blunder ieemt 
to be fomethiQg in the nature of a bog, the mor# 
you ilruggle the deeper you get into it. But to pro« 
ceed. You have on feveral occafions ufed the Doge 
of Genoa extremely ill, and never have made him, 
the leaft apology for omitting the laft letter in l^i« 
title; though if you had defired your readers next 
day, ** inilcad of Dog, to read Doge," I do cOnfcft 
that it would have been no great reparation. 

I remember the Irifli parliament fome time ago^ 
were offended at fomething in the Public Advertifer^ 
and toojc up the matter fo warmly, that they order* 
e^ the paper to be burnt. Now, Mr. Woodfall, 
whether you have taken umbrage aUb and Uketu^, 
or whether it proceeds from negligence, I know not j 
but certain it is, that feveral unlucky miftakei have 
happened relative to that refpe6table body. At 
their firft meeting, you told us (infiead of a bill) 
that a motion would be made for leave to bring in 
a bull;— and afterwards anotfier. motion, that tho 
Qi der of the Dey be read, as if it was an Aflembly 
on the coaft of Barbary-— p-You told us one day, 

that Lord . , of the kingdom of Ireland* 

had been (alely delivered of a daughter; and w« 
were very anxious on my Lord's aceount, till the 
day following, when you delivered hi« Lordflitp 

of 
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m( theburtfcetf^ aad kwought tke child into the worWf 
a more natural way. / ^ 

In a laeefeufSe under th^ Piazza, Covedt-Oardea, 
jrou informed us that an Iriih officer had got « 
CQEbfuiicn in bis head ;, and you made no apology 
afterwards, thinking, liuppofe, there was no ocoK 
ficMi for any, as you were right to a T« 

Not Icmg ago you advertii^d a fpeedy cure tot 
rap^iures,^ and I am afrafd it gave ibme wicked 
bachelor occaiion to fcoff at the holy ftate of ma* 
trimotiy ; for ae the Devil would have it (I mean one 
cf your Dcvik) the very next advcrtifement to it, 
was fronn a gentleman who wanted a wife, and over 
Tt was printed matrimony in capitals ; confequently 
it appeased that matrimany wais the moil ^>ecdy dnd 
«ffe£hial) cure for raptures, tho* p^f ever fo liong 
Ending, &c« dec. 

I have kaomfia you advenife in (lead of » never- 
failing remedy, an ever- failing remedy : Now, Sir,- 
thflugh thia might be ilridly true, yet I hold it not 
proper that h (hoiild be fo fet down, as I. fuppofe 
the quack dodor paid you his money for conveying. 
a very different fenfe tp the public— In a receipf 
lately puhliihed for the cure of the plague, iufiead 
of rue, you put rice, and fo made a pudding of it ;♦ 
smkI in advertiQag a courfe of ledures, you tucned a

fyllabus into' a fyllabiib ; and called the perpetual 
motion, a perpetual notion. 

I wifli you would be a little more cautious in ad- 
vertifing falivation not neceflary'^j for it happened, 
that by omitting the i in falivation, you gave great 
offence to fome very good chriftians in my neigh- 
bourhood ; and alfo gave occafion to fome wicked 
punfters to obfcrve, that it was not the firli: time aa 
eye had been loft in a falivation j nay, that fome 
people had been fo unlucky as to lofe a couple. 

There is another advertifement which frequently 
occurs, beginning with, " Whereas feveral evil- 
minded perfons, &c." — One day you made it evil- 
minded parfons, which was extremely unlucky ; for 
in thefe times of infidelity, people are too apt to 
feoff at the clergy, and indeed "at all ferious fub- 
jedis ; as fo myfelf, I muft confefs that I am parti- 
cularly hurt at thofe impertinent levitiea with which 
fome people indulge themfclves, being a perfon of a 
ftrious turn of mind, and of a difpofition rather fa* 
turnine and grave. 

It too often happens, Mr. Woodfall, that ** what 
•' fliould be grave you turn to farce;" I remember 
in your paper, a {cnfible pathetic letter, figned a 
Citizen ; he lamerits the internal ftate of this 
country, and you made it the infernal ftate ; when 

he 
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he exclaimed fad revcrfe ! you made him cry out fad 
reverie; he difapproyed of all national refic6tion», 
you made him difapprove of all rational refle£tiou8 ; 
and talking of the fate of empires, you made him 
fay the fat of empires ; now as there arc fo many 
ihinding jokes about citizens being fond of fat» 
(whether turtle fat, or vcnifon fat) this unlucky mif* 
take quite fpoiled the letter, difobliged my friend 
the Citizen, add ** all the fat was in the fire." And 
here I cannot help taking notice of a paragraph 
fome time fince, containing an account of the elec- 
tion of a worthy Alderman for a certain ward, when 
ihftead of faying he was duly elected, you faid he 
^as dully eledled, and thereby afl?brded a handle for 
breaking fome common-place jefts, on that refpeft- 
able body of men, the Court of Aldermen. Another 
time, Jn the account of an entertainment given by 
- a worthy Alderman, to the Deputy and Common^ 
Council of his ward, where they dined on turtle, 
you faid they died on turtle ; as if they had all ate 
-till they choaked or burft ; whereas, on the con- 
trary, it was extremely remarkable, that none either 
over-ate themfelves, or caught a furfeit that day. 

From feveral articles, Mr. Woodfall, one would 
be apt to conclude, that you were no great geogra- 
pher ; for you tell us of Corfairs fitted out from' 
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^uxiu, inilead of Tunis ; and that the Chincfi: had 
revolted againft the Spaniards, infiead of the Chi- 
Ufe ; DOW, thongh thefe two nations are on di£fc* 
r^o^ fides of the globe, I fuppofe you thought th^ 
>vere near neighbours^ being within an ell of each 
ether. Laft year, when the Ruffian fleet took the 
Ifle of Lcmoos^ you told us that part of the (quad- 
ron remained at the lile of Candy, and the refl were 
going to attack the Ifle of Lemons i you fuppofed^ 
no doubt, that Candy was a fugar iiland, and that 
thejy were goni? to the Ifle of Letnon^i for fruit, and 
fo between them to fupply the fleet (pro bono pub- 
lico) with punch. 

You have fometiraei treated the Ruflians very in- 
jurioufly, by calling them Ruflians ; and one day 
you told us, the combined arity of the Turks and 
Tartars (inflead of a Kam) was commanded by a 
Ram ; as if they had been a parcel of flieep : and 
when it was expe£ted the two armies were coming to 
a^ion, you &id they were coming to A<5lon ; and at 
th^re was a coniiderabie fall of flocks about that 
time, I have reafoo to think it was owiug to the 
abov^ report, or to fome other equally alarming. 

I trembled for you during the whole time of the 
congrefs at Fockzany, 'tis a ticklifli word in tha 
hands of a carele^ compoiitor i hid, one does not 

know 
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kODW what terrible work he ought make of h i 
Apropos, it is not long goce you advertifed a view 
of the qaaal of Venice, and 3roii made it the canal 
of Venus : and in the account of a houfe-breakingy 
inficad of the rogues broke in at the window, you 
fiid they broke in at the w|dow. 

When you informed us that a certain la^y was 
gone tdpaft the holidiays, at her country ieat near 
CprydoQ, every reader fuppofed thjit fome fcanda) 
W9S meant, till the next day, when we learnt tha( 
there was no Coiydon in the cafe, and thai her lady^ 
ihip was only gone to her, country ieat near Croy- 
don. , 

One day you told us, that fome Englifli Lord^ 
(whofe name I have forgot) was arrived at Napleai 
with his tabor ; travelling with a tabor feemed to be 
an odd kind of conceit ; but his Lordihip (apparem* 
ment) was fond of muBc, though the tabor and pipe 
feemed more adapted to a lugged bear, than a Lord 
on Jiis travels ; thus we reafoned, till the erratum of 
next day, defired u;8 ** for tabor, to read tutor." 

If your compofitors are bad geographers, they arc 
at lead a« bad arithmeticians : wherever fums occur, 
they are fure to make a bad figure. I remember at 
different times lad year, they made the compulia* 
tory India loan, J4C00, 140000, and fometimet 
14,000,000 : in ihort, they have no adequate idex 

of 
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zs racer nothings, and that adding or taking away 
two or three of them from a fum, makes no diffe- 
rence at ail. 

I have known yon tuni a matter of hearfay, into 
a matter of herefy j Damon into a daemon ; a deli-- 
cious girl, into a dcliTJous girl ; the comic mnfe, into 
»• comic moiife ; a Jewiih Rabbi, into a Jewilh Rab^ 
bit 5 and when a- correfpondent, lamenting the cor- 
niption of the times, exclaimed O Mores Fyou made 
him cry, O Mofes ! 

You (liould confider, Mr. Printer, that there is a- 
material diflference, between ading with the ntmoft' 
lenity and utmoft levity ; between factious and face- 
tious : fellow and felon ; imprudent aqd impudent ; 
wfolution and revolution ; Runny-mead and running 
mad; loud profcflions and lewd profeffions ; words 
and works ; foaring and roaring; Thavies Inn and 
Thieves Inn ; minutes and minuets ; rubies and 
Bubbies; a tube and a tub; all of which words, I 
4iave obferved you^ Sir, at times, ufc indifcrimi* 
nately, 

I know you will fay that the peopl6 ought to con- 
fider the conflant hurry which attends the publica- 
tion of a daily paper; that the Public Advertifer is 
in fo great requeft, and people are fo eager to get if, 
*' with all its imperfe6lious on its head," that yo« 

really 
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really have not time to be more corrcft.— Ah^ Mr*^ 
Woodfall ! it would be well for mankind, if refor- 
mation, like charity, were always to begin at home ; 
and that people would try to mend themfelves, in- 
flead of bellowing fo much fruitlefs and thanklefs 
pains in admoniftiing their neighbours. You, Sir,, 
have beftowcd much time, and labour, and oil, floods- 
of ink, and reams of paper, iaadvifingMiniilersof- 
State, and correcting the meafures of government y 
and after all, I dare fay, you yourfelf will allow, 
that they are, at this moment, not one bit better or 
wifer than when you lirft undertook to mend them. ^ 
Therefore take an old man's advice, friend Wood-' 
fall ; fet a pattern to thy brother printers ; leave for 
a while the^ care of the State to thofc who are paid 
for it ;— look at home ; —begin a reformation there, 
and, ** correct thyfelf for the example of others,'*' 
I am.

JMy favourite reading, ever fince I could read, has^ 
faeeui in News^papers, and to theno^I am indebted ifnt 
all my kaowledge, »id the greatefl pavt of nay 
anaufement* This deelaTation may,, at firfb fight,* 
appear fbnciewbat extraordinary ; but I dare lay it 
would ceafe to be fo, ii tooft of the line gentlemeiv 
about town would be as candid and ingenuous a» 
mjrfelf ; They too would freely confefe, that the &• 
gure they n^ake in compaey is entirely owing to the 
occurrences of the day, vrith Qccafional eflays, and 
Ikerary arlicles in the public papers. 

I^on't intend, Mr, Woodfall, to pay you any ex- 
travagant compliments at the expence of your 
brethren f though I very mucb approve the general 
plan and conduct of your paper, and am often 
pleafed to fee in it fonie fmart things fliine through 
the dark cloud of politics, i« which all our news-pa- 
pers have long been envellop'd. 

For feveral months paft 1 have refided in the 
country, with a very agreeable famil)'^ about forty 
miles from London, The environs were moft de« 

lightful, 
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bghtiiil, and we had plenty of ^(hooHng, fifkiag, 
walking, and riding* But ai the weather was (rc^ 
quently fuch as-obliged us to keep within doors, we 
then endeavoured to aoiufe ourfelves with cards and 
newsi-papers. Cards, to thofe who love play, are a 
vafl fund of amufenient. £very time the fpots and 
pictures are fhuffled, they afford frefh entertain* 
nient ; but this is by no means the cafe with regard 
to news papers ; for wjien you have once perufcd 
the four pages of unconnected occurrences, and 
mifcellaneous advertifements, the abrupt tranfitiona 
from article to article, without the fmalleft connec« 
tioB between one paragraph and another, overload 
and confufe the memory fo much, thjt, when you 
ere queftioned, you can never give a tolerable ac* 
count of what you have been reading* Hence it is, 
that one fo often fees people penife two or three 
news-papers, and throw them down, ono after 
another, with the conftant complaint of^ Not a 
fyllable of news— Nothing at all in the papers, to 
the great difcredit of thofe daily vehicles of intelli- 
gence, and the great detriment of you, Mr. Wood- ' 
fall, and the refl of your brethren. Now this it 
extremely unjuft ; for the fault (as already hinted) 
is not in the news-papers, but in the readers having 
taken too copious a doie, coofifiing of an olto^ or 

luixt 
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thixt compofition of politics, religion, picking cf 
'pockets, puffs, cafualties, deaths, marriages, bank- 
ruptcies, preferments, refignations, executions, lot- 
tery tickets, India bonds, Scotch pebbles, Canada 
tills, French chicken gloves, auctioneers, and quack 
^o6tors. vA/hat a curiou« jiimbbe is this, and what 
wonder is it, that four folio pages of it, confifling of 
four columns each, fliould prove too potent a dofe for 
the memory of moft readers ? But in perufing this 
matter, 1 had almoft lofl fight of the point I had 
t)riginally in view, when I began this letter; which 
•was to (hew, that news-papers, as well as cards, 
were capable of affording a variety of entertainme^it. 
At prefent I fhall only mention one improvement in 
. reading the papers, which we pra£tifed in the coun- 
try with great fuccefs ; and that was, after we had 
read the Public Advertifer in the old trite vulgar 
way, !. e, each column by itfelf downwards, wc 
next read two columns together onwards ; and by 
this new method found much more entertainment 
than in the common way of reading, with a greater 
-variety of articles curioufly blended, or ftrikingly 
contrafted. In fhort, blind chance brought about 
the flrangeft connexions, and frequently coupled 
perfons and things the moll heterogeneous ; things 
£0 oppofite in their nature and qualities, that U9

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-man alive would ever have thought of joining thei» 
together.
